WASHINGTON, Feb. 
22.—The Ore- 


gon case will be voted on at 4 o'clock 
to morrow afternoon. 
The arguments 


closed to-day at five o'clock, after 
which tha commission held a secret 
session of two hours, and agreed on the 
time named for a final vote. At the 
secret session to-day Mr. Morton open- 
ed the discussion in an argument to 
show that Cronin, the Tilden elector 
from Oregon, was not only unlawfully 
commissioned, but had never met tbe 
other electors in the electoral college, 
and that the certificate representing 
him could in no wise be counted Jus- 
tice Miller took the same view, and ar- 
gued that the vote of Watts was prop • 
erly certified, and must be counted 
with the other Hayes electors from that 
state. No other opinions bearing 'on 
ihe main question were delivered in 
the secret session, and an adjournment 
followed, IB order that the members 
could examine tbe very elaborrte briefs 
which had been submitted. 
After the 


adjournment of the ^ commission this 
evening, the democrats were getting 
greatly elated over the rumors which 
were circulated about town that the de- 
bate to-day indicated that only two 
rotes for Hayes would be counted, thus 
throwing the election into the house of 
representatives, but it ia denied, after 
a most careful inquiry of members of 
the commission on both sides, that 
there was anything in the discussion on 
which to base any such story. On the 
contrary, there aro some reasons to be 
lie\e that t.wo democratic justices will 
vote to exclude the certificate ofCro- 
nin, though it is not probable that they 
will vote that Watts is eligible. 
The 


Oregon case will therefore reach the 
joint convention Saturday morning, 
and there ia a rjasonable hope that the 
final result of the presidency will bo des 
clared by Monday or Tuesday next. 


The democrats, it is stated, have now 


made up their minds to enter a protest 
against counting the vote of South Car- 
olina, on the ground that there was no 
valid election in that state, owing to 
the failure of tbe legislature to provide 
for the registration requited by the 
constitution of the state. It is not be- 
lieved that there are now more than 
twenty five members who are willing to 
take the responsibility of filibustering 
against the decision which may be 
reaehed after South Carolina is dispos- 
ed of. One oi that number who fav- 
ors this course has prepared a bill pro- 
viding for a new election in May. 
It 


is doubtful, it is introduced, if it could 
pass the house, and it is conceded on 
all sides that it could not pass the sen» 
ate. 


The members of the Republican Na- 


tional Committee say that Tilden's let- 
ter to Senator Kernan is pointless, 
from tho fact that, instead of wanting 
to keep back or eoneeal their accounts, 
the bank books of Chandler and GOT.

It does not, they say, 


seem to tax Tilden's courage overmuch 
to offer that his accounts be examined 
before hu friends to take the precau- 
tion to secure him immunity from ex- 
amination. 


It is the intention to pass the rest of 


the appropriation bills through both 
Houses to-morrow, and leave nothing 
to be acted on but the disagreement be- 
tween the two Houses. The Senate 
hopes to pass the naval bill in a short 
time to-morrow, as there hare been but 
few amendments added to it as it came 
to the House. The civil sundry bill 
will pass the House to-morrow, aid be 
ready for oomideration in tht Senate 
by Tuesday. The river and harbor bill 
will follow this, together with the 
amendments by tbe Senate to the defi- 
ciency hill, which passed the latter 
body to-day. It is the opinion of the 
two appropriation committees that all 
tha bills will be out of the way by 
Thursday next at the furthest. 


Tbe postal appropriation bill, provi- 


ding for the additional Pacific Mail 
subsidy, reaehed the House to diy, and 
was referred to the Committee on Ap- 
propriations. It is thought the amend- 
ment, aad one providing for steamship 
service from New Orleans to Rio, will 
be non-concurred in. It seems to be 
the intention of those who favor tbe 
Pacific Mail subsidy to get the bill into 
a Committee of Conference ia the last 
boon of the session and force the 
House to vote the subsidies as provided 
by the Senate. The appropriation for 
Southern lines is a bid for the votes of 
Southern members for both appropria- 
tions 


WASHINGTON-, D. C., Feb. 23-The 


Electoral Commission was in session 
from 10 until 4 30 hearing tlicargument« 
in the Oregon case 
At 5 the Commis- 


sion went into secret session and remain- 
ed therein until 7 20, when it adjourned 
till to-m«now at 10:80. Tbe questions 
presented by counsel were discussed in 
secrst session, but owing to the tatigue 
of the "members and in order to enable 
them to consult authorities which hud 
been refeired lo by the counsel, iu> ad- 
journment was thought to be advisable. 
Many law pomls were suggested, and 
these will be critically examined, there 
being more of them in this case than in 
the cases of Florida and Louisiana.— 
The Commission ajjreed to take a vote 
to-morrow sfternoon at 4 o'clock, unless 
members shall be prepared to do so lit 
an earlier hour.
